The failure of a number of companies fol- 
lowed the discovery of salt water in tho 
wells, and it is said the Standard later 


bought them at low prices. , 
Recently some of the leading men of the 
wrecked companies determined to investi- 
gate and raised $27,000 with which to push 
the work. By accident, it is claimed, the 
work of the ee company was recently 
dscoveres. 
* The Standard owns the pipe line from 
Beaumont to the gulf of Mexico: A pumping 
station was erected at Beaumont and an- 
other at the guif.

“Labor unions must exjst under and not 
outside of the law,” said the preacher. “ It

ie * life or property by memibers of labor organi- 

gations it shiould be possible to recover dam- 

ages and thus the unions responsibie, 
just.as other bodies of men are held answera 

ble to the law. 

“Jf organized labor. depends for its life 
on the ruin.of those businesses which will 
not fall into line, and on the starvation or 
@eath of those workmen who will not join 
the union, then, for one, I say let organized 
labor dishand—it was never, at.such a price, 
meant to survive. But no one believes the 
labor wWHions will fail to develop that spirit 
of fairness and love for liberty which is the 

hope and safety of our republic.” 
‘Says Labor Must Be Frir. 

That labor- must live up to its contracts 
also was the opinion of the Rev. W. H. Car- 
wardime, as expressed in his sermon at the 

Street Methodist Episcopal church. 

“The employer, capitalist. merchant, and 

projector of great enterprises must be pro- 
- tected in his rights as well as the laborer.’ 
said Dr. Carwardine. ‘‘ Labor must be 
fair, conservative. and just. Labor must. 
live. up to its contracts. and rise above 
the miserable and wretched technicalities 
that sometimes almost rob an employer of 
unionized labor of his perfect freedom of 
action in his business. 

* Public opinion. demands that labor, in ite 
gigantic control of power, must Jearn to 
use that power aright.

War of Extermination. 


The Daily Mail's correspondent at Mon- 
astir, telegraphing under Saturday’s date, 


says: 
“There is no doubt that a Turkish war of 
extermination is proceeding tn the Okrida 
district. The massacres of a century ago 
are as nothing compared with those occur- 
ring daily in the vilayet of Monastir. I have 
obtained substantial evidence to ‘prove that 
the Turkjsh nizams (Turkish regular troops) 
are in most cases committing unheard of 
atrocities, which are not solely the work 
of the bashi-bazouks, as the authorities are 
seeking to prove. 
“The plight of the survivors is terrible. 
Not daring to leave their houses and sub- 
sisting on grass and water, they resemble 
‘people in the last stages of famine. The 
Turks are also losing heavily, judging from 
the number of injured arriving here.” 
‘Among the instances he gives in support 
of his statement the eorrespondent relates 
that a priest's son in one village was flayed 
alive and kept in this horrible con@ition for 
several days,to the delight of his tormentors 
until a merciful Turk shot himdead.* 


Bulgaria Is Still Neutral. 
SOFIA, Sept. 6—According to reliable re- 
ports from Varna, at the'recent council of 
ministers, presided over by Prince Ferdinand 
at the palace of Huxinograd, it was resolved 
that Bulgaria should continue to maintain 
an attitude of the strictest neutrality in the 
Macedonian question, and further that the 
most stringent measures should be adopted } 
to prevent: anything likely to cause.a dis- 
turbance in Bulgaria’s relations with Tur- 


key.

‘spoken strongly in the council against any 
thought of Bulgaria declaring war on Tur-

Will Remzcin on Defensive. 

Should Turkey attack Bulgaria, declared 
the minister, the present army could hold the 
Turks in check for the first few days, while 
the entire Buigarian army could be mo- 
bilized within three to twelve days. Bul- 
garia would never declare war, he added, 
but if war was declared against her she 
would accept the challenge fearlessly. 

As an evidence of Bulgaria’s peaceful in- 
tentions, the council decided that upon the 
first symptoms of disorder’ on the frontier 
martial law would be proclaimed at Burgas, 
Kostendil, Philippopolis, and Sofia..

TROUBLE IN MANY PLACES. 


Armful of Newspapers Their Excuse for 
‘Remaining Out Until Midnight — 
Girls Also on Streets—Row dies Cause 


Details of Police to Be Stationed at / 


Playgrounds—Growth of Bands Said 
to Be Due to Union Movement 
Youths Escape Hasily. | 


“Ate there more bad boys in Chicago now 
than there were ten or twenty years ago? 
Police officials are divided over the ques- 
tion. Downtown policemen say there never 
was a time when more young boys and girls 
under 12 years of age were about the streets 
and alleys. Anarmful of newspapers is their 
excuse for remaining out until midnight. 
The opening of playgrounds during the 
summer has almost always been signalised 
by the appearance of a throng of hoodlums 
who have driven away the children of the 
neighborhood and have even attacked the 
policemen. Such a crowd came to the play- 
ground at Orleans street and Chicago ave- 
nue a few nights ago, and after having been 
driven away by the police returned to take 
up the fight with rubber slings loaded with 


tacks. 
Make Hevoe All Over. 

“All over the city various neighborhoods 
have been bothered recently with crowds of 
hoodlums,"’ said Lieut. Sullivan at the'cen- 
tral police station yesterday. ©“ Everywhere 
they seem to be running Im small gangs. 
They are annoying, but do nothing’ which 
would justify their commitment to a reform 
school. If they once get away it is impossible 
for a policeman to catch them. They throw 
stones, and break windows, and raise cain 
in general. 

“In the downtown streets there is a small 
army of children, many of a good size. I 


‘have recommended that some of the girls; . 


be sent to an institution, but in police courts 
there is some one to beg for their release. I 
do not know that the boys are worse than 
they were when ] was a boy, but there are 
more of them.”’

* which occurs in its tissues. ‘‘ This 
value commonly attributed to the phos- 
phorus is based on a popular misconception 
of staternents by one of the early writers on 
such topics.

to contain ptomaines than other fiesh foods. 

Prof. Langworthy again says that there are 
a few, a very few, poisonous fish inthe 
world, and a small number of these ts found 
in the United States, and the chances few of 


their being offered for sale in our markets. - 


Such fish are mostly confined to tropical 


waters, 


Fish may contain parasites, some of which 
are injurious to man. These are, however. 
destroyed by thorough cooking, to which fish 
should always be subjected. The formation 
of ptomaines quite generally, although not 
always, accompanies putrefaction, and 
therefore great care should be taken to have 
fish served only when in a perfectly good 
condition. Other flesh foods, and indeed 


Vegetables, may be infested with animal 


parasites, and, if not thoroughly cooked, en- 


edanger one’s health, if not life. All frozen * 


meats which have been kept any length of 
time after thawing are especially likely to 
contain injurious ptomaines.. - 

Having at length and frankly told the 

‘worst about fish, let us consider its value in 
the menu. 
. “ The uses of fish as food are (1) to furnish 
an economical source of nitrogenous nutri- 
ents, and (2) to supply the demand for va- 
riety in the diet, ich increases with the 
advance of civilization;"’ thus says Prof. 
Langworthy again. | 

Persons in varying conditions of life and 
occupation require different kinds and quan- 
tities of food. The diet for the laboringman 
doing daily heavy work should have a large 
amount of the fuel ingredients and enough 
of the flesh forming substances to make 
good the wear and tear of the body. These 
materials are all present in the flesh of ani- 
mals, but not in requisite proportions. Fish 
and the leaner kinds of meat are Jeficient 
in materials which yield heat and muscular 
power. But these deficiences can be sup- 
plied by bread, potatoes, butter, etc. Where 
fish can be had at low cost its advantages in: 
the menWare its supply of protein and lend- 
ing important variety” Physiologists regard 
fish as a particularly desirable food for per- 
sons of sedentary habits. So far as can be 
learned such statements do not depend upon 
experimental evidence alone, but they also 
embody the result of experience. 

In the next article on fish, which will ap- 
pear next week, will be given directions how 
to buy, prepare and cook fish for the private 
table.

Grapes Are Plentifal— 


With the sort of grapes that are plenty, 


make a jelly with a color and an exquisite 
flavor all its own, partly ripe grapes make 


not so rare. 
In either case, strip the grapes from the 


Stand this in a larger vessel containing 
water. Place over the fire, and as the grapes 
begin to soften stir them from time to time 
with a wooden spoon. Do not hasten this 
part of the work, but let them stand and 
steam until thoroughly crushed, a process 
which will often require several hours. When 
well broken, place the grapes'in a flannel 
jelly bag and let drip without squeezing until 
all the juice i8 well extracted. Measure, and 
for every pint allow one and one-half pounds 
of good granulated sugar.

John V. Farwell Says Workings of 
Christian Spirit Will Bring: 
the Only Solution.

Mr. Farwell spoke on “ The Evil and Good 
Influences of a Man's Life,” and discussed 
the appHeation of Christianity to daily life, 
He, opened’ his sermon. by outling the part 
taken by. the, church’ in IMberating the ne- 
groes from slavery, and gave anecdotes of 
his own? experiences as a member of the 
northwestern: branch of Christian ¢om- 
mission auring, the civil war. 

“T¢ tt had not been.for the Christian prin- 
ciples of men.and the'spirit of God working 
in their’, hearts,” said-Mr. Farwell, “ thd 
negroes never would have been emancipated. 
I consider Abraham Lincoln one of the great- 
est Christian. characters: of modern times, 
and I.-think: his part in the freeing of the

are also making strenuous efforts to secure 
enough orders to take care of the coal which 
they have coming forward. Inthe movement 
of coal by way of the lakes there is some 
complaint owing to a scarcity of vessels at 
loading ports, and it is claimed that this has 
curtailed the receipts at Chicago and else- 
where. All rail coal continues to be re- 
ceived in fairly liberal supply and shipments 
of this character seem to be well main- 
tained, Much of the coal arriving consigned 
to the companies’ representatives is going 
into storage on account of the quiet demand 
and this is causing general satisfaction to 
shippers’ agents, preventing, as it will, a pos- 
sibility of a shortage rext winter, when rail 


receipts may be light and the demand heavier 


than it fs at present. 

* Conservat've sales agents in western ter- 
ritory are inclined to the opinion that the 
dullness in the hard coal trade will continue 
during the present month and well into Octo- 
ber. They claim that dealers who ordinarily 
buy early have their storage room well taken 
up with stocks of anthracite and that they 
will not add to these stocks until the con- 


suming trade begins to require additional 


coal—with the commencement of cold 
weather. 

“In many respects the anthracite season 
has been reversed. Generally the duliness 
which is a noticeable feature at present ob- 
tains in April and May at the commencement 
of the new year, and September and October 
are marked by a most active demand. The 
present year April and May wére the most 


active months and it is expected that Septem- |. 


ber and October will be the quietest months. 

* Retail demand for anthracite is still stag- 
nant, although inquiry is some better than it 
was thirty days ago and retailers are receiv- 
ing orders for some smal! lots which usually 
are placed later in the season.

¢ .Metal Lines More Active. 


A little more interest is being taken in iron 
and steel, according to the Iron and Machin- 
ery World, which says: : 

“ Improved buying of pig iron and a livelli 
interest in finished material summarizes the 
present condition of the market. The nature 
of the buying of raw material is unchanged, 
car load lots predominating, though orders 


are more numerous. In the effort to induce , 


foundrymen. to place contracts for their sea- 
son’s requirements, association furnaces are 
making concessions of 25c a ton from the 
$12.00 basis on long time contracts, and a 
large number of melters are nibbling at this 
bait, several having closed for round lots at 
that figure. In finished lines, steel bars and 
billets have been active. Orders for several 
thousand tons of the former have been placed 
during the week and inquiries from manufac- 


turers of agricultural machinery represent-. 


ing 30,000 to 40,000 tons are pending. This 
branch of the trade has been slow in covering 
for its annual requirements this season in the 
hope of being granted some reduction ip 
prices; and a tonnage variously estimated 
at 150,000 to 200,000 tons is yet to be placed. 

** Structural steel has been dormant during 
the week, with little movement either in 
sheets or plates, reports of prices below the 
circular basis being made on the former by 
outside mills. Bar,iron shows no change, 
demand being limited and prices of a declin- 
ing tone, Merchant pipe and tubes continue 
to move briskly, orders placed calling for 
deliveries running into next year. Cast iron 
pipe is also in good demand by gas and water 
companies, railroads, etc., though producers 
report they are seriously handicapped in 
making deliveries by a scarcity of cars. 

“The buying of wire products shows no 
cessation and dealers are making urgent re- 
quests for prompt shipment. Light and heavy 
rails and track.supplies are temporarily quiet, 
though firm in prices. Scrap maintains its 
quiescent state and prices are weak. Coke, 
coal, and metals are unchanged, buying be- 
ing of small proportions and prices of a fluc- 
tuating nature. 

Pig Iron Outlook Bright. 

“The opening week of September has 
brought bright prospects for a good’trade 
this month. The little uncertainty and weak- 
ness that now exist cannot last long, as the 
time is fast approaching when melters must 
cover for their season's requirements. Al- 
ready a marked improvement in the disposi- 
tion of foundrymen goward the market is 
apparent, both inquiries and orders being 
more numerous. While the latter are still 
largely for small lots, melters are showing 
more anxiety as to the probabilities of fur- 
ther declines or advances, and many buyers, 
considered conservative, are placing their 
orders now. Salesmen who heretofore have 
never advised their customers when to buy, 
are now freely expressing the opinion that 
this is the time to contract, thus showing 
their faith in the-stability of present values. 
To induce contract buying, association fur- 
naces have lowered their prices to $11.75, 
Birmingham, for No. 2 foundry, but are hold- 
ing firm at $1200 for smal) lots for early 
shipment. ‘There is less talk heard of the 
competition of independent furnaces, and 
offerings by these at below the schedule price 
are not as frequent as heretofore, Several 
stacks have withdrawn from the market or 
advised their agents not to sell for deliveries 
extending beyond Oct. 1, anticipating an 
advance after that date. The tonnage placed 
during the week has been large, and has in- 
clided some season contracts running as 
high as 4,000 tons. The market is slowly 
gaining in strength, and as it is a natural 
growth, created solely by the laws of supply 
and demand, sellers believe it will be a per- 


manent one.”

Dullness in Stocks in Wall Street Is 
Charged to Financial Leaders 


Who Oppose Speculation.

NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—[Special. ]}—Nothing 
ih the record of the last week's doings on the 
stock. market served to enliven the. dull- 
ness or inspire hope. The apathy which has 


. gripped the speculative community is gradu- 


ally passing away, in fact, the Inactivity 


‘was only accentuated by a few spasmodic 


attempts to stimulate interest by advancing 
this or that stock a point or so with the in- 


evitable result. 


Still the dullness is the only seriously dis- 
appointing feature of the week, for the tone 
was generally healthy and the sentiment 
hopeful, if nothing else. Such factors as 
developed were undeniably favorable. Lack- 
ing stimulus from the outside the interest in 
the price movements reflected professional 
operations exclusively. Trading was narrow 
and not especially interesting, but a few inci- 
dents served to show that the manipulative 
spirit is alert and on the first sign of general 
activity artificial stimulation will be used to 
expedite advances. 


The wisdom of euch methods may be 
openly questioned, for a convalescent market, 
as the financiers are pleased to call it, is like- 


ly to suffer rather than be benefited by sifch 


undue exhilaration. It is evident, however, 


and recent events may be cited ‘to prove it, 


It ie the undertone of such a market that 
is worth noting and that is strong just now. 
During the week the Metropolitan incident 
attracted much attention. To iHustrate the 
prociivities of the street to go to extremes, 
at first the transfer of a block of Metropol- 
itan Securities stock from a banking house 
to @ syudicate composed of men identified 
with the property was regarded as a bull 
card. Then sinister rumors were set afloat, 
and bear arguments were formulated which 
affected the securities of both companies— 
Metropolitan Securities and Metropolitan 


There is no reason apparent in a review 
of the week from any point of view for a 
modification of the hopeful sentiment so 
generally expr by competent observers. 
The outlook must of necessity be viewed 
in the light of the genera) prosperity, the 
monetary situation, crop conditions, trade, 
raliroad earnings, and the investment de- 
mand in its recurring phases. Bach is anal- 
yzed and scrutinized carefully by the finan- 
cial community which makes its deductions 
accordingly. If the ultra-conservative 
spirit be eliminated, these deductions would 
be unanimous to the effect that the outlook 
is bright. Warnings of a possible financial 
stringency are heard, but they lack facts 
for a basis, and the premises are illogical. 


EXPECT ADVANCE IN BANK RATE 


Rise Announced by English Institution 
Last Week Mey Be Increased, as 
‘Stringency Is in Sight.

LONDON, Sept. 6—The sudden advance 

in the bank rate on Thursday from 8 to 4 
per cent been the one event of the finan- 
cial week, and consols, which fell momen- 
tarily to 805%, have since only gone % ofa 
point higher. Railway stocks also took a 
tumble, as there was a fair account for a 
rise in these stocks, and the advance in the 
bank rate came upow a considerable dimin- 
ution in. traffic. 

In some quarters a further advance to 5 
per cent is looked for. It is pointed out that 
the reserves may have to be protected, as the 
outlook for money is uncertain, and there 
may be considerable stringency. Then, too, 
something must be done to check and divert 
a portion of the demand to Paris. 


To the withdrawal of gold from the bank 
by Germany has been ascribed the sudden- 
nese of the increase in the rate, but the 
Economist believes the real cause of the 
advance itself will be found in the financial 
exigencies of the government. ; 

“ The imperial revenue,”’ says this journal, 
“ ‘has of late fallen short of the expenditure, 
and there is reluctance to bridge over the 
gap by calling upon the separate states for 
an augmentation of their contributions, as 
that might cause political complications. 
It is thought preferable:to wait until the 
new higher customs tariff is put in force 
and the revenue from that source largely 
augmented. But meanwhile the government 
has plans on hand for furnishing the army 
with new artillery and rifles and for aug- 
menting the navy, which, if carried out, 
will cost a great deal of money, and it wilb 
be as difficult a case in that way of obtaining 


} as that by fresh taxation. : 


“It is expected large new loans will have 
to be resorted to. In the placing of these 
the Bank of Germany would, of course, be 
expected to lend substantial assistance, and 
it is in anticipation gf such demands that 
it is seeking not only to augment its own re- 
sources, but also to attract home the Ger- 
man capital now employed here and in other 
foreign centers. In its efforts in this direc- 
tion, of course, it will be favored by the fact 


that our government has undertaken to pay | 


off the shares and debentures of the Neth- 
erlands-South African railway, which are 
for the most. part in the hands of German 
holders, but though that facilitated gold 
withdrawal and hence will continue to do 
so, it was not the actual cause of them.” 


The Statist says: “In some measure the 


colonial office is responsible for the unnec- 


essary disturbance which has been caused. 
The treasury, with all its knowledge of 
money market conditions, employs the Bank 
of England to conduct important financial 
operations, as it is careful to cause no 
greater disturbance to the money market 
than is essential. The colonial office, how- 
ever, after employing the Bank of England 
to issue the Transvaal loan, considered itseif 
quite capable of looking after its own af- 
fairs and to save, figuratively speaking, a 
few pence, and caused the London market 
to be unnecessarily disturbed. It has caused 
the value of money to be raised suddenly 
against the whole business community.” 


The supply of money in the open market 
continues to be abundant as yet, though the 
rate of discount has risen from 2% to 3% per 


| cent for three months bills, though loans 


for a day are still obtainable at a low rate. 
The joint stock banks have raised the rates 
for money at notice from 1% to 2% per cent, 
and the discount houses since Thursday have 
been asking 1 per cent more than before.

American stocks are feeling uncomfortable, 
because, as the Financial News points out, 
the American market has not been influ- 
enced to so great an extent as might reason- 
ably be expected.

From being a weather market, wheat be- 
came again last week a market in which the 
main question for the trader to consider was 
that of movement. Conditions were fairly 
favorable in the northwest, nothing worse 
than light occasional scattered showers, and 
for a time there was the expectation of a } 
prompt increase in receipts at Minneapolis 
and Duluth. But the receipts did not increase, 
a circumstance which was largely responsi- 
ble for the steadiness of prices. 

There were advances of about ic, and the 
December and May held about half the gain, 
but pressure of more liberal deliveries of 
wheat -on September contracts than there 
appeared to be any actual demand for, ex- 
cept to fill short sales, made the current 
month weak, and it lost %c, closing at a dis- 
count of 1544c under December. 

This market followed the ups and downs 
at Minneapolis more or less, and the close

due largely to predictions from the north- 
west that, with good weather continuing, 
there would be a liberal movement of wheat 
this week. Purchases by elevator interests 
in the country were said to be lafger, and.

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


Movement of Cattle, Hogs, Sheep, and 
Lambs, with the Range of Prices

Interest in live stock trade Saturday cen- 
tered principally in the prospects for today. | 
The receipts were not large enough in any 
line to establish a regular market. Cattle 
and sheep. were nominal‘and steady, while 
the few hogs at hand were cleaned up at 
Friday's closing prices.

this year. In the hog trade it remains to be 
seen whether the big bulge in prices during 
the latter part of the week starts hogs to 
market or stimulates a bull feeling in the 
country and results in lighter supplies than 
have been coming. The hog situation in 
general is one of the most puzzling that has 
been here for some time.. It appears

cheap at Galveston as it is in Chicago, but 
the export demand keeps small.
